Ayotte critical 
of cemetery handling 


The cemetery issue was 
resurrected at Monday 
night's meeting of council 
when Ald. Liesbeth Bakker 
and Ald, Roger Ayotte 
questioned the status of the 
proposal, Mr. Ayotte’s ques- 
tion concerned a proposal by 
MLA Ernie Jamison and the 
Royal Canadian Legion-to 
build a combined Legion 
Field of Honour - municipal 
cemetery in the MD of 
Sturgeon, Mr. Jamison se- 
cured the release of six acres 
of crown land for the project 
from the province, a pur- 
chase which would cost the 


town only $1. In speaking on 
the issue, Mr. Ayotte was 
critical of council's handling 
of the matter. 

While dealing with the 
cemetery proposal at meet- 
ings earlier this year, city 
council said they wanted to 
look into the various pro- 
cedures connected with such 
a project, as well as ascer- 
taining the demand, cost of 
maintenance and opinions of 
MD officials.

Board changing tactics 
in role reversal 


The Protestant School 
Board is re-approaching the 
issue of becoming part of the 
public system. They have 
opted to co-operate with the 
Catholic Board rather than 
go it alone, Three weeks ago 
Trustee Gary Hodgins moved 
that the administration be 
directed to investigate the 
feasibility of the Separate 
District becoming part of the 
Public System, The motion 
also asked that the technical 
and legal steps be outlined. 
These steps called for a 
plebiscite followed by a 
ministerial order for dis- 
solution (should the vote be 
in favour of doing away with 
the Separate Board), The 
District would then become 
part of the Public system by 
default, 

Wednesday Trustee Hod- 
gins told Board members 
that after preliminary in- 
vestigation he had come to 
the conclusion thatthe above 
action ‘‘would be a very 
radical and not particularly 
responsible method.” 

He said that he has had 
reaction on both sides - both 
pro and con - but that the 
sampling was ‘very limited’. 
Chances of St, Albert going 
to one Board were very 
remote unless the people 
wanted it, 

He told trustces that many 
School Board candidates, 
including himself, had given 
“lip service"? to co-operation 
but that often it had not gone 
beyond that. He said he 
would like the Board to show 
leadership by asking the 
Catholic District to become 
involved, He moved that a 
committee be appointed to 
investigate degrees of co- 
operation that could be esta- 
blished between the two 
districts. 

He said the committee 
would not only look at 
economic concerns but co- 
operation right down to the 
classroom level, One econo- 
mic concern was that un- 
declared property taxes 
might be going to the Public 
District from taxpayers not 
aware of the ‘unusual’ set up 
of Public and Separate 
systems (Public is Catholic 
and Separate Protestant). 

Trustee Scott Friese said 
he was in favour of improv- 
ing relations with all sectors 
of the community including 
District 3 but was concerned 
that the Board was losing 
sight of its original intention 
of effecting a name change. 
He asked Trustee Hodgins 
what was becoming of the 
name change. 

Trustee Hodgins replied 
that, ‘‘As a result of the 
name change request we 
have persued the larger 
question. I don't think that

Klondike Inn 


access discussed 


The owner of the Klondike 
Inn, accompanied by legal 
counsel appeared before city 
council Monday night to 
detail his difficulties in 
getting an adequate access to 
his business. Speaking for 
owner Karl Hauptman, law- 
yer Dick Wheatley told 
council the drive-in restaur- 
ant had suffered business 
losses due to constraints 
from new road construction 
in the area. 

The problem lies with the 
new service road from the St. 
Albert Inn to an area 300 feet 
west of the Klondike Inn, 
which has changed the ace- 
ess to the Hauptman esta- 
blishment. Before this road 
was put in, there was direct 
access to the Klondike Inn 
from Gervais Road. With the 
construction of the service 
road, the access from Ger- 
vais Road to the Klondike Inn 
is located at the west end of 
the service road and from St. 
Albert road, presumably at 


Gate Avenue, The restaurant 
owner says this access from 
Gervais cannot accommodate 
a vehicle larger than a 
passenger car. This reduces 
the truck traffic which the 
establishment formerly en- 
joyed. 

The access located south of 
Gate Avenue from St. Albert 
Road is in a poor location for 
access to the restaurant or 
the service road, according to 
the owner. Mr, Hauptman 
fecls it is too close to the 
intersection with Gate Ave- 
nue and that the turning 
movements of the inter- 
section and service road 
conflict badly. Further, he 
states there is no way the 
Klondike Inn can be seen 
from this location, for anyone 
to realize that this is an 
access to it, 

To alleviate the problem, 
Mr, Hauptman has asked 
that the access between Gate 
and Gervais be upgraded to 
provide unimpeded right 


shortly after. 

The incident took place 
about 8:30 a.m. on the corner 
of Grosvenor and Gains- 
borough. 

Police know the identity of 
the driver of the vehicle, but 
would not disclose a name 
pending further investiga- 
tion.

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Money and Education 


Following a wide range of published material 
on education during Education Week and the 
International Year of the Child, a common 
theme that more money is needed at every 
level of the education system from Day Care 
to University emerges. It seems that the 
quality of education is directly related to the 
amount of money spent by a large number of 
people involved in the system. The province 
is fond of saying that Alberta spends more 
money on education than any other province 
in Canada. 


From the child’s point of view however, what 
is important is what is happening in the 
classroom, and it is difficult to accept that a 
good teacher in a poor school in a village in 
Newfoundland is doing less for the child in 
the classroom than his or her counterpart in 
a rich province. Or that today’s students are 
a thousand times better educated than their 
parents were in the thirties, since a 
thousand times more money is being spent. 


In those hard times some students in rural 
areas and small centres never knew 
anything but 20 or more pupils in a split 
classroom with one teacher handling three 
grades in each room. They had no gym but 
the outdoor playground and no _ sports 
equipment. Yet many went on as times 
improved to excel in university and in their 
chosen careers. 


What could be done in the Year of the Child 
is to adopt some imaginative new approaches, 
centered not on the system, but on the child. 


Mr. Ernest Boyer, regional commissioner for 
Education in the United States came up with 
such a suggestion in a talk to educators last 
month in Seattle. He proposed that for the first 
two years of schooling the children should be 
taught only skills in language and computation. 
For the following five years he recommended 
history and study of the world around them. 
And for the final five years the students would 
specialize in areas of particular interest to 
them, with being required to take courses 
which they considered a waste of time. 


“The approach of holding high school young 
people as hostages because attendance is 
compulsory is not working,” said Mr. Boyer. He 
felt strongly thattt is essential to have ahealthy 
part of high school instruction take place 
outside the classioom, with the co-operation 
of business and industry. : 


This advice comes from an expert with 
considerable experience in the field of 
education. He is no crackpot. But it will be 
interesting to see if he can get his thinking 
through the bureaucratic maze of modern 
education systems before the end of the 
century, even in his own region. 


Part of the problem is that this society has 
dumped too much on the shoulders of the 
school and fragmented its major purpose of 
developing young minds to the top reaches 
of excellence of which the individual is 
capable.

**You may be better off 
paying income tax at your 
current tax rate rather than 
postponing such taxes,’’ ex- 
plained Urquhart, ‘‘particu- 
larly if you are in the early 
years of your career, and 
have relatively low earnings 
compared to what you expect 
in the future. For many 
young adults, a Registered 
Home Ownership Savings 
Plan (RHOSP) makes more 
sense,"" 

According to Urquhart, 
some people are making the 
mistake of buying RRSPs for 
one reason only, the imme- 
diate tax advantages. There 
is no doubt that the imme- 
diate tax advantages can be 
attractive. The purchase of 
an RRSP can reduce a per- 
son's taxable income by up to 
$5,500. For a person in the 40 
percent tax bracket, that can 
make a difference of up to 
$2,200 a year in the tax bill. 

But there is a second tax 
advantage, too, one that is 
not as readily understood. 
RRSPs can be a continuing 
tax shelter, since interes: 
earnings and capital gains 
made by an RRSP are not 
taxed as long as they are left 
in the plan. 

These tax advantages are 
somewhat offset by certain 
disadvantages, however. Pr- 
imary among them is the fact 
that your money is tied up for 
a period of years, and you 
can't get at it to use it 
without first paying tax on it. 
If you have to cash in your 
RRSP for whatever reason, it 
can be enormously expen- 
sive. Tax has to be paid on 
the full amount withdrawn, 
and this tax would be at a 
rate well above the tax on 
your year's earnings. 

Because of this,"’ said 
Urquhart, “I always recom- 
mend that a person have 
sufficient money in a savings 
account to cover possible 
emergencies, a sound pro- 
gram of life insurance pro- 
tection, and other savings 
such as Canada Savings 
Bonds or equity ina home, 
before considering the pur- 
chase of an RRSP." 

Secondly, the first $1,000 
of your investment income 
each year is exempt from 
tax,”’ continued Urquhart. 
“Unless you have invest- 
ments totalling more than 
$10,000 -- the amount which 
would earn $1,000 a year at 
10 percent interest -- there 
are no tax shelter advan- 
tages," 

Taxes have to be paid 
eventually on RRSP savings, 
both on the income earned 
and on the full capital gain, 
These taxes are paid either 
when you cash in your RRSP, 
or when you receive income 
from your RRSP upon retire- 
ment. ''For retired people, 
the level of tax isn't too 
high,”’ explained Urquhart. 
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“Their income usually is 
lower than it was during their 
working years, placing them 
in a lower tax bracket. In 
addition, persons over 65 
years of age receive an extra 
$1,000 tax exemption on 
pension income." 

The time to investigate 
buying an RRSP is when your 
earnings and savings are 
sufficient to make the advan- 
tages financially attractive 


over a long period. ‘‘Talk to a 
qualified life insurance ag- 
ent, a bank or trust company 
officer, stockbroker or other 
trusted financial advisor,"’ 
recommended Urquhart. 
“Don't decide to buy just for 
the immediate tax advan- 
tages. Do it to take ad- 
vantage of both the imme- 
diate and continuing tax 
benefits. Most important of 


all, do it in order to build 
long-term security for your. 
self through your own 
individual pension plan, That 
in essence, is what an RRSP 
is.

Sugar cane to help 
power Brazil's cars

Brazil is embarking ona 
program to distill methyl 
alcohol from sugar cane as a 
substitute for gasoline to 
reduce the country’s depen- 
dence on foreign oil imports. 

This year the Brazilian 
auto industry is preparing to 
produce 100,000 cars that 
will operate on alcohol alone, 
said Mario Bernardo Gar- 
nero, president of Brasil- 
invest, a private investment 
corporation, and president of 
the National Association of 
Automobile Manufacturers 
of Brazil. He said Brazil 
hopes to cut its foreign oil 
imports by half by 1985. 

It is also considering 
production of eucalyptus oil 
for industrial fuel through 
bio-mass distillation to. fur- 
ther decrease foreign oil 
dependence, Mr. Garnero 
said,

Mr. Garnero isa leading 
spokesman for the movement 
to develop closer political 
and economic ties among 
American countries. The 
hope is to plant the seed for 
the eventual development of 
a common market of the 
Americas, to foster and pro- 
mote trade within a single 
economic community, 

To further that objective, 
Brazil is sponsoring a con- 
gress of businessmen from 
North and South America to 
be held in Sao Paulo in June. 
Canada will be represented 
at the congress. ‘‘Why 
should not the two Americas 
be buying and trading their 
resources among themsel- 
ves,"* he said. 

It was as president of the 
Brazilian automobile manu- 
facturers association that he 
spoke of automotive de- 
yvelopments and the Govern- 
ment’s strong commitment 


to the production of methy| 
alcohol as a substitute for 
gasoline. 

Because of earlier poy 
ernment action, cars in Brazil 
run on a mixture of 84 
percent gasoline and 16 
percent alcohol. The alcoho! 
mix is to be increased to 20 
percent by the end of this 
year, while a six percent 
alcohol mix is being added to 
diesel oil used for motive 
power, 

The auto industry is em- 
barking on a program to 
produce a fleet of vehicles 
and engines that will operate 
on alcohol alone. 

Alcohol is derived as a 
byproduct of sugar distil- 
lation, but in future it will be 
a straight distillate of sugar 
cane with no sugar bypro- 
duct. He said this is a much 
cheaper process and will 
bring the price of alcoho! 
close to that of gasoline.

Mission Court expansion 
may be postponed 


A discussion of the pro- 
posed expansion of the 
Mission Park tennis courts 
ended in a confused wrangle 
over city council's intentions 
for the facility, at Monday 
night's regular meeting of 
council, Following a pre- 
sentation by the St, Albert 
Tennis Club, club members 
were informed their proposal 
would be considered in 
meetings of the budget 
committee, However, further 
discussions revealed that the 
matter had been previously 
debated in a meeting of 
council's administration 
committce last week, at 
which time a motion to 
approve proceeding with the 
expansion was defeated, The 
meeting referred to was not a 
regular one, as the tennis 
club proposal was discussed 
when the council had gather- 
ed to meet with the library 
board. The meeting was 
apparently not closed to the 
public, but no representa- 
tives of the press were pre- 
sent, as it was not announced 
that sports facilities were to 
be dealt with at this time. 
Also discussed at this meet- 
ing was a proposal for a 
softball diamond at the 
Meadowview Park. 

According to Ald, Roger 
Avotte, contacted Tuesday 
by the Gazette, council feels 
unable to proceed with the 
tennis club proposal for the 
Mission Courts because of 
the effeet on the adjacent 
baseball diamond, This dia- 
mond is necessary for the 
Alberta Summer Games to 
be held here thisssummer, 
The alternative would be to 
locate two diamonds at 
Woodlands on the Carma 
land dedication, However, 
this would mean that over 
$100,000 would have to be 
spent this year on baseball 
diamonds in order to expand 


the tennis facility. 

Tennis Club representa- 
tive Cynthia Sage says the 
Mission expansion is neces- 
sary for the development of 
tennis in St. Albert and that 
there is a strong demand for 
such a central tennis facility.

curious these loans have 
been made to those pro- 
vinees with Conservative 
governments. As for capital 
projects, we need more 
hospital beds, medical re- 
search, and agricultural re- 
search. We have very little 
money in renewable re- 
sources. If we leave it in 
Premier Peter's Piggy Bank, 
the only thing we can do with 
the money is roll it up and 
make fireplace logs with it 
once the money runs out. 
Fyfe: L think the fund must 
be handled like a business, 
Sheecholders don't make 
investment decisions, it’s not 
business-like, For the sake of 
efficieney | don't see how it 
can be changed from cabinet 
management, As to invest- 
ments. Edon't have alot of 
knowledge but because of 
the instability of the market, 
they have been looking at 
short term rather than long 
term investments. From any 
financial advice I've received 
I don't see how it could be 
changed, When you're talk- 
ing about mind-boggling 
amounts of money like this, 
there must be continual 
monitoring and you need a 
lot of expertise. Regarding 
capital projects, ones like the 
Childrens’ Hospital in Cal- 
gary are valuable and I'd like 
to see one in Northern 
Alberta. There is no return to 
the trust fund on capital 
projects in terms of money, It 
can be an investment in the 
people. But now when there 
are tremendous surpluses

around in annual budgets, | 
can see no need for divesting 
the Trust of further funds. 
I'd like to see expenditures

Petch: Control of the Fund 
should rest with the legis- 
lative assembly. I believe 
there should be more than 
just senior cabinet members 
deciding on what and how 
the Heritage Trust Fund 
should be controlled. I think 
it should be a committee 
within thé house. I'm not 
satisfied with the way the 
fund is invested, Money is 
the worst possible invest- 
ment you have, The rate of 
inflation is greater than the 
rate of interest. In this day 
and age, you are better off to 
invest. This is the biggest 
problem of the Heritage 
Trust Fund is that we not 
have the money coming back 
into the economy, If it is to be 
used for an investment it 
should be solely for Canadian 
investments, and not to buy 
out any private enterprise, 
bul to help private enter- 
prise. As for capital projects, 
I would not advocate releas- 
ing monies from the existing 
fund unless itis on a loan 
basis. We would advocate 
reducing the money that is 
going into the existing fund 
by a third. That is 10 percent

Fyfe: Yes I do. Planning 
for the sake of planning 
doesn't mean anything. Pl- 
anning is for people. 1 don't 
known what gave Edmonton 
the idea they can plan for the 
region better than the other 
municipalities, People in St. 
Albert and Morinville feel 
they know what they want. 
When they have different 
objectives they conflict and 
then Edmonton says they'll 
intervene, Edmonton hasn't 
demonstrated any great ab- 
ility in planning their city.

I wouldn't want to see 
Alberta Health Care pre- 
miums raised. [Editor’s Note 
- Mr. Borreson spoke at some 
length on the topic sugg- 
esting the government and 
the doctors could come to a 
fee schedule agreement with 
out raising premiums). 

Fyfe: I don't believe in 
double billing. We have 
medicare. But | can sympa- 
thize with the doctors who 
have lost ground and will be 
meeting with them to discuss 
the situation, We are losing 
doctors and if this is nota 
good place to practice then 
this should be looked at. We 
may have to push up the 
premiums but not necess- 
arily, Another way could be 
for government to pay a 
higher percentage or bus- 
iness could pay more. 

Petch: | don't like double 
billing. Doctors are saying 
they need more money and 
their solution is extra billing. 
Do they need more because 
of services? Maybe the 
government has not kept 
pace with their needs. I 
would like to see the doctors 
go back to the old Blue Cross 
system. 

Thibault: Double billing? 
It's a crock! Doctors have 
historically set themselves 
apart by virtue of their 
compassionate ethics, tal- 
ents, expertise and respected 
position, They give treat- 
ment first and ask for 
payment later, Doctors don't 
want to double bill but when 
it happens it's a reaction to 
the fact that they're not 
getting proper return for 
their services. Doctors need 
a liaison or mediator familiar 
with both sides of the issue. 
Raising premiums is no good 
because the system is ineffi- 
cient to begin with. Thirteen 
percent of your premium 
goes to the doctor, that's all. 
MSI used to work with three 
secretaries and a guy down- 
town, Now we have a big 
building on 118th Street and 
another one downtown, Ad- 
ministration is into the 
millions -- they've bungled 
and perverted a simple 
process that worked very 
wellin private enterprise, 
The idea behind medicare is 
good but when you start 
moving into fields that are 
quasi-socialist, no-one can do 
it better than private enter- 
prise because they work from 
the profit motive. By balance 
billing the doctors are setting 
the price. If this is taken 
away from them the private 
enterprise element is gone 
and the doctors are merely 
civil servants. 


Gaz.: Where do you stand 
on a Denti-Care program? 

Borr: We are very much 
for a dental care program for 
children, It could result in 
children receiving dental 
care from dental assistants 
which doesn't cost near as 
much, 

Fyfe: Yes, for children 
there is a lot of merit. Many 
are now denied adequate 
care, A full dental care 
program would be fairly 
expensive and I would favour 
one to cover children only, 

Petch: | am for Denti-Care. 
I would like to see Denti-Care 
for those 12 and under 
included in a provincially-run 
plan even if it means adding 
another $5 or $10 per month 
to my rate. 

Thibault: We should have 
one for children but, it 
should be administered thr- 
ough existing agencies. Most 
dentists are already set up - 


they have secretaries and 
card files. They would pro- 
vide the treatment for the 
children and then bill the 
government. A receiving 
agency would pay the bill 
and use a team to monitor 
the program. 


Gaz.: What about Phar- 
ma-Care? 

Borr: We are in favour of a 
Pharma-Care program and 
we are looking at the possi- 
bility of using generic drugs 
(house brand not name 
brand) to cut down the high 
costs. 

Fyfe: It already exists for 
Seniors. Blue Cross can be 
bought through Alberta 
Health Care. I don’t see any 
need for an extension of the 
program now. 

Petch: Albertans could pay 
20 percent for prescriptions 
like the old age pensioners 
do and the rest could be 
billed to Alberta Health 
Care. There is a problem 
though. The pharmacist may 
wait up to three months for 
his money. I can see why the 
pharmacist would like to 
have his money now and 
have you claim back. 

Thibault: You'd have to 
look at the whole area of 
pharmaceuticals. It's too 
complex for the layman, We 
need information before it 
can be tied into any program. 


Gaz.: Do you think this 
constituency needs an aux- 
iliary hospital or another 
nursing home and if so where 
should it be built? 

Borr: I've toured the 
various senior citizen lodges 
in the constituency and staff 
have expressed concern at 
the number of residents who 
should be in a place where 
they can receive a higher 
level of care, As to location, 
I'd have to do a demographic 
breakdown to determine this, 
We could also expand home 
care, allowing seniors to 
maintain their homes, and 
identity and pride. I'm con- 
cerned with the state taking 
everyone over 6S and slapp- 
ing them into an institution, 
The role of government is to 
help people help themselves. 
One way to do this is to 
invest in preventive social 
services. 

Fyfe: A nursing home is 
part of an entire health care 
package, and so cannot be 
seen in isolation, It must be 
seen with the other com- 
ponents of the package -- 
active treatment hospitals, 
auxiliary hospitals, nursing 
homes, ete, We should de- 
velop more auxiliary hos- 
pitals instead of having 
people in active treatment 
hospitals at the highest level 
of care and cost. Some treat- 
ment is available in auxiliary 
hospitals, such as therapy 
and programs for stroke 
patients, and they are 
cheaper than active treat- 
ment hospitals, The govern- 
ment has tried to put a unit of 
health care delivery in each 
constituency. Here we have 
an active treatment hospital 
and a site for an auxiliary 
hospital, which has been 
second on the list for some 
time. I'm concerned that 
many hospitals are placed in 
Edmonton rather than ser- 
vicing a region, Locals have 
to go outside the consti- 
tuency, When families are 
further away, the patient can 
be left in isolation. There's 
enough need here for an 
auxiliary hospital, either 
from this area or surrounding 
areas, There's a long waiting 
Continued 


list for the Youville Home 
and those in Legal and 
Gibbons. Another lodge 
would complement these and 
fulfill the need. 

Petch: I'm not entirely 
familiar with this but on a 
general basis I would have to 
say yes, we require another 
nursing home. 

Thibault: If we don't need 
more now, we're going to 
because the population is 
growing older. All services 
will be strained in the future. 
Growth is not going to be 
slow, We can expect that 
eventually people are going 
to want some of these 
services here, rather than in 
Edmonton, but we're a 
mobile society and what we 
have here will have to tie into 
Edmonton services, Actual- 
ly, issues like this, and there 
are a lot of this kind of issue 
in this election, should be 
determined by professionals 
who have expertise in the 
field. 


Gaz.: What is your stand 
on legalized abortion? :The 
Gazette is aware this is a 
federal issue. However, 
many readers wanted to 
know the candidate's stand 
on this moral controversy, 
and it does relate to pro- 
vincial health care funding|. 

Borr: It's a known fact that 
if abortion is illegal, it will 
still be done. I don't think 
anyone believes in abortion 
but I don’t think compulsory 
parenthood is the answer to 
unwanted pregnancy, | rea- 
lize this will bring the full 
weight of the Pro-Life move- 
ment down on me but as a 
child welfare worker | have 
secn many tragedies. Many 
unwanted children end up 
virtual psychopaths after 
being shuffled from foster 
home to foster home, 

Fyfe: This is a hot issue. 
Pim not in favour of expand- 
ing abortion laws, and I'm 
not in favour of abortion as a 
method of birth control. 
Doctors need flexibility to 
make decisions for the good 
of their paticnts, Instead of 
relying on abortion, we 
should teach and promote 
responsibility, | believe very 
strongly in rights of children 
and unborn children, 

Petch: No, 1am a prac- 
ticing Catholic. LE support the 
Pro-Life campaign, and no- 
thing more can be said. 
There are a few cases that 
could lead to allowing for an 
abortion, such as a child 
conceived from a criminal 
act, which would amount to 
about .S) percent of all 
abortions done now, 

Thibault: | am not against 
abortion for a couple of 
reasons. If they are pro- 
hibited they'll just be done in 
back rooms, The question of 
whether abortion is murder 
depends on when the fetus 
can be considered alive, It's 
essentially a private issue 
and IT don't feel Leantella 
woman what to do in a case 
of unwanted pregnancy, 


Gaz.: Do you think our 
gambling laws are in need of 
reform? 

Borr: |Editor’s Note: Mr. 
Borreson suggested that 
government could contribute 
more to charities and private 
PSS projects). These groups 
could continue their casinos 
but with a limit of betting. 1 
can see why so many 
charities, service clubs and 
PSS projects are bidding for 
casinos, The government has 
starved them to death, 

Fyfe: | don't think Alberta 
is becoming like Reno or 
Vegas. There are stringent 
regulations and this is where 


the controversy has started 
with the service clubs. Some 
say lotteries, casinos, etc. 
are a poor man’s tax. I was 
concerned that regulations 
were a little stringent. I can't 
see them being tighted up. I 
have no strong feelings 
either way. 

Petch: The concept is not 
unfair, except you get pro- 
fessional gaming companies 
involved. I can see the reason 
behind casinos and why the 
service clubs use them. 
Lotteries are in the same 
group. I would have to see 
the problems which are 
caused by casinos and the 
hardships put on people. 

Thibault: It's (gambling) 
here and we can't do 
anything about it but we 
don't intend to loosen any 
regulations. 


Gaz.: Is Provincial fund- 
ing of MD roads sufficient? 

Borr: If it was the roads 
wouldn't be in this condition 
because if municipal poli- 
ticians had any brains they'd 
be fixing the roads if they 
had sufficient funds. Priority 
should be given 635, the 
Sandy Lake Road, almost all 
roads in the Calahoo-Vill- 


cneuve area and = many 
others. 
Fyfe: The secondary road 


system in this area’ is 
terrible. I'm very concerned 
about this and give it top 
priority. ['m not a traffic 
engineer so | wouldn't want 
to say which ones. Because 


of the increasing influx of 


people we need more pro- 
vincial funding and it is 
provincial policies that are 
bringing people here - the 
bouyant economy. We are in 
a deficit position concerning 
roads. 

Petch: If | was elected | 


would take input from all of 


the area and find through 
proper studies what traffic 
flows and patterns are, | 
would say a minimum of 
75/25 (Provincial/Municipal 
funding) would be the 
formula as opposed to the 
present “4 “4, If there is a 
road needed and there is a 
base to pay for it then the 
people should help. If the 
roud is needed and the 
people can't afford it, the 
Province should negotiate to 
pay for it. You have to 
upgrade the roads which 
means they have to be 
mainttined and that means 
the Department of Highways 
budget must be looked into, 
It might be necessary to have 
100 percent Provincial fund- 
ing on feeder roads from one 
highway system to another, 
Thibault: Funding would 
be adequate if there were 
proper budgetary planning. 
Local government should be 
looking at what's coming 
down the road in order that 
grants are applied for and so 
that the Provincial govern- 
ment is prepared in advance. 


Gaz.: What are your views 
on farmers subdividing for 
income purposes? 

Borr: There are situations 
where subdivision makes 
sense such as an elderly farm 
couple whose children are 
taking over the farm, On the 
other hand if we are taking a 
quarter section of prime farm 
land out of use to setup a 
mobile home court, then we 
have to consider the loss of 
that agricultural land. When 
the oil runs out we will have 
to take a look back at the 
approach we have taken 
toward agriculture. There 
are many things we can do to 
help the farmers have a good 
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income other than forcing 
him to sell off his most 
valuable resource - his land. 

Fyfe: The Provincial Pl- 
anning Board has allowed 
subdivisions when the muni- 
cipalities don’t want them. 
We should take a hard look at 
the Provincial Planning 
Board and its terms of 
reference, The municipalities 
may not want the subdivision 
for reasons of access. | 
favour a decentralized app- 
roach, [tis tempting to sell 
land fora substantial amount 
of money but we should not 
subdivide top agricultural 
land. That's just common- 
sense, 

Petch: There are better 
ways than a farmer having to 
subdivide to get income, The 
Province and governments 
have fallen down on the issue 
of farms as small businesses, 
We are forcing the farmers 
into subdividing. The gov- 
ernment has to work toward 
increasing the revenue base 
of the farms, Um talking 
about a method of marketing 

maybe setting up co-op- 
erative government-run ma- 
chinery depots as opposed to 
the farmers having to do it, 
Phere are many ways, 

Thibault: There is legisla- 
tion in place to handle this - 
zoning, ete, Pim not in favour 
but, leave it to the planners. 


Gaz.: Is assessment of 
farms and acreages fair? 

Borr: It is unfair that the 
buildings are not included in 
a farm assessment because 
someone who has a small 
house on his farm is assessed 
the same as someone who 
has a mansion. | would like to 
see farm assessment amen- 
ded to give a truer picture of 
the value of the farming 
operation, 

Fyfe: There should be an 
assessment of all residences. 
If a parcel of land is used for 
agricultural purposes | think 
there should be a better deal 
for the agricultural unit but 
not through assessment, We 
need policies to encourage 
people to stay on the land 
and I'd like to see an 
incentive through production 
rather than assessment, 

Petch: If the farm is being 
used as a family farm, and 
there is a family trying to 
make a living off the farm I 
believe the present theory of 
assessment is fair, If | buy 10 


acres and I want to build my 
house and work in the city 
and make my $30,000 a year 
then I should expect to pay a 
rate comparable to the ser- 
vices that | would get in the 
city. I believe that if Lam not 
making a living from my 
acreage then I should pay a 
higher rate of taxation than 
the farmers pay. It is just 
another dwelling. 

Thibault: If you buy an 
acreage you should be taxed 
on your house, It's like a city 
residence in the country. As 
for farmers, the ta& has to be 
based on the product he is 
generating; his land is a 
fixed asset. His dwelling, if 
serviced, should be taxed as 
such, 


Gaz.: The provincial gov- 
ernment contributes toward 
the capital costs of recreation 
and cultural facilities. Should 
it also contribute to the 
operation costs? 

Borr: |Editor’s note: Mr. 
Borreson's answer was not 
directed specifically to the 
question of recreation facil- 
ities, but encompassed the 
whole area of revenue shar- 
ing, in which recreation 
facilities would be included, 
This is discussed further in 
the next question), 

Fyfe: This has become an 
increased problem with the 
greater number of leisure 
hours. Many municipalities 
feel the 10 year Major Rec- 
reational Facilities Grant

Than 
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Program is outdated already 
and they still have six years 
to go. Many facilities have 
been developed on the basis 
of volunteerism, but people 
are notas prepared now to 
contribute in a voluntary 
way. Something must be 
worked out to maximize 
usage as is done in joint use 
programs. There is no one 
easy answer, 

Petch: The province 
should contribute to the 
construction but not until the 
municipality can show they 
can afford to operate it, 

Thibault: Most projects 
will generate some revenue 
but local people will have to 
take some responsibility, 
Continued 
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They are not going to take on 
a project they can't afford to 
pay for. We would fund the 
capital project but we're not 
going to pay the taxes onit 
‘ad infinitum’. 


Gaz.: How do you feel 
about a revenue sharing 
scheme between the pro- 
vince and the municipality? 

Borr: Local governments 
need some sort of revenue 
outside of property taxes and 
conditional grants, Input 
would be required from both 
levels of government, I don't 
have a set formula but the 
figure would be based on 
assessment of population 
and need for each area. 

Fyfe: I'm very sympathetic 
to the municipalities’ need 
for planning for the future 
and for autonomy. I'd like 
some form of revenue shar- 
ing but the complexity of the 
issue is the the 
government has not yet gone 
for revenue sharing. One 
form is equalization pay- 
ments to the municipalities.

The debt reduction program 
has taken away the imme- 
diate need for revenue 
sharing but doesn’t solve the 
ongoing problem. We need 
an equitable formula for all 
of the province, not just the 
two metro areas. 

Petch: In general we are 
talking about $335 million, 
based on the formula I 
mentioned discussing the 
Heritage Trust Fund.

Gaz.: Do you agree with 
the recommendations made 
in the government's recent 
study of regional utilities? 

Borr: I think the concept of 
regional boards makes sense 
in that it allows for input 
from local areas concerned 
and decisions aren't forced 
on them from above. (Edit- 
or's Note: Mr. Borreson went 
on to say he could under- 
stand St. Albert's ‘concerns 
regarding the expropriation 
of their sewer facility in a 
regional system, as well as 
the concerns of municipal- 
itics who would be St. 
Albert's customers should 
the facility stay in St, 
Albert's hands, He also said 
he felt revenue sharing was a 
better way to fund utilities 
than a system of conditional 
grants.) 


Notley talks 
to St. Albert voters 


As E-Day approaches, 
political activity in St. Albert 
and other constituencies has 
gone into high gear. New 
Democratic leader Grant 
Notley paid St. Albert a visit 
last Friday, lending his 
support to local candidate 
Bob Borreson. Mr, Notley 
met with local party workers 
at the St. Albert Inn during 
the afternoon, and then 
stopped in at Grandin Shop- 
pers Park to shake some 
hands and meet local voters. 
The Gazette caught up with 
Mr. Notley between the hotel 
and the mall and had time to 
put a few questions to him, 

When asked if he would 
risk a few predictions re- 
garding the election out- 
come, Mr. Notley gave an 
inscrutable smile, Although 
he was generally non-com- 
mittal (as are most politicians 
faced with similar queries), 
he did say his party seemed 


to’ be doing better in 
Northern Alberta. He also 
named the Edson and St. 
Paul ridings as promising 
possibilities for an NDP 
victory. 

Mr. Notley said that 
although Alberta is tradi- 
tionally apathetic to election 
battles, he had observed 
more interest in this camp- 
aign than in any other in his 
political career. He felt the 
issue that was most pre- 
occupying Albertans con- 
cerned complacency in the 
present Conservative gov- 
ernment. He said that while 
people were not necessarily 
trying to oust the govern- 
ment, they wanted the Tories 
to “straighten up’ and pro- 
vide good government. He 
said there seemed to be a 
feeling that an effective 
opposition was needed, rath- 
er than “‘row on row of 
Tories.’’ He said people 


wanted to give the govern- 
ment a ‘‘rap on the knuck- 
les.’' He felt the public 
sentiment that currently is 
making itself felt is well 
expressed in the NDP cam- 
paign slogan ‘Let's Send 
Them a Message.” 

Mr. Notley sees the role of 
an opposition as a crucial 
one, that of initiating poli- 
tical dialogue. 

“In a democracy, 
representatives must

frame 
the debate for the people 
themselves,’ he commen- 
ted. He added that the 
presence of small numbers of 
NDP, Liberals and Social 
Credit rather than several 
MLA’‘s of one party had a 
diluting effect on the potency 
of the opposition. It would be 
better to send one party back 
in greater numbers to_serve 
as the opposition, he empha- 
sized.

Fyfe: Regional utilities 
have to come into being. We 
have to have this as areas 
must be serviced before 
people or industry move in. It 
has to be looked at in the 
light of planning as wellas 
engineering and we need the 
agreement of the people. St. 
Albert is concerned about the 
cost of that size of regional 
utility as is envisaged for the 
sewage authority but maybe 
the long-term costs are not 
that great.

Gaz.: If elected would you 
work to have Bill 41 re- 
pealed? 

Borr: Yes we would repeal 
that legislation. This bill puts 
Alberta right there with the 
‘Banana Republics’ who are 
notorious for oppressive leg- 
islation. There have not been 
many strikes by Provincial 
employees prior to the legis- 
lation I don't see the 
point. If you expect people to 
deliver your services in good 
faith, you respect those 
people. This government has 
not respected its employees. 

Fyfe: No. We might have 
to look at identifying ess- 
ential services. 

Petch: The question is not 
to take away the right to 
strike but to see why they are 
striking.

Alberta has a record of 
poor turnouts at the polls 
when the people like the 
Government, averaging in 
the years 1959-1963-1967- 
1975 only 60 percent turned 
out at the pools.

provincial employees who 
must live under the confines 
of Bill 41. 

Fyfe: We have to pay 
to attract 


people, It is not an easy job; 
there is a lot of responsibility 
and the hours are long, I 
wouldn’t like to come into the 
job and raise salaries but 
would rather have them wait 
until part-way through, That 
way people can evaluate it 
and see if they can afford it.

The art of listening 


A great deal of the time spent in human 
relationships is taken up by listening. 

But do we really listen comprehensively 
to what others have to say? Here we look 
at a much-neglected function, and at how 
we might better perform it. Plus how we 
can make it easier to listen to ourselves ... 


{Part one of two] 


The eminent novelist and philosopher 
André Gide once opened a lecture by 
noting: ‘*All this has been said before, but 
since nobody listened, it must be said 
again.’’ Nobody listened ... how often is 
this the case, and how often must 
messages be repeated because they were 
not heeded in the first place. In business, 
family and other personal relationships, 
the failure to listen properly is responsible, 
at the very least, for an enormous waste of 
time. 

Yet scant attention has been paid in the 
past to the listening side of communi- 
cation, Academic courses in communi- 
cations still tend to place the emphasis on 
how to speak and write effectively rather 
than on the effective reception and 
assimilation of ideas. Recently, though, 
some large North American companies 
have started courses in listening skills for 
their employees. This is mainly because it 
has been authoritatively estimated that the 
“listening efficiency”’ of people working in 
industry is less than SO percent, meaning 
that only about half of the oral messages 
passed around in the course of a day's work 
are fully understood, 

Big businesses are naturally concerned 
about communication because it plays such 
a key role in their operations, Oral 
communication especially - to a major 
extent the fuel of the managerial 
machinery of a company is the spoken 
word, Surveys have indicated that the 
senior officers of major North American 
corporations spend up to 80 percent of their 
working time having discussions, cither at 
mectings, in face-to-face conversations, or 
over the telephone. Assuming that they 
listen more than they talk - and good 
executives usually do - listening to other 
people accounts for about half of their 
business day. 

The volume of listening to be done on the 
job diminishes somewhat on the way down 
the managerial ladder. Still, listening 
remains an essential function from the 
executive suite to the shop floor, It is 
that is lacking in people more than they 
would care to admit. In his novel Daniel 
Martin, John Fowles writes of a man who 
divides his conversation into two categor- 
ies: 'when you speak, and when you listen 
to yourself speak.’’ That may sound 
extreme, but who doesn't know a person 
like him? And who, on occasion, has not 
indulged in a one-sided conversation 
himself? 

it is almost a cliche in marital disputes 
that the partners ‘can't communicate,"’ It 
is certainly a cliche among parents that 
their offspring ‘won't listen to sense."’ On 
the other hand, young people complain 
that their parents don't take what they 
have to say seriously, Clearly, the 
emotional messages people send out to 
their intimates are not being adequately 
received, 
boredom; the first couple of sentences 
uttered by a dull speaker are enough to 
make us want to **tune out" all the rest 
that he says. 

It is difficult to suppress the emotional 
responses to another person's words 
triggered by our own attitudes and 

opinions - difficult, but necessary to good 


listening. Human nature makes us want to 
her only what pleases us, and to reject that 
which does not. We are therefore prone to 
listen carefully to ideas which accord with 
our own point of view, and to discount or 
mentally argue with those we find 
disagreeable. To listen effectively, we have 
to guard against the tendency to exercise 
emotional censorship - to blank out or skip 
over ideas which we would rather not hear. 


THE MIND DARTS AHEAD LIKE A 
RUNAWAY RACE HORSE 


As Samuel Butler observed, ‘‘It takes 
two people to say a thing - a sayer anda 
sayee. The one is just as essential to any 
true saying as the other."’ We are all 
‘‘sayees,'’ but most of us afford little 
thought to our performance in this vital 
role in human affairs. We confuse hearing 
with listening, believing that, because 
hearing is a natural function, then listening 
must be effortless. According to the 
American speech communications expert 
Dr. Harrel T. Allen, itis anything but: 
‘Listening is hard work and requires 
increased energy - your heart speeds up, 
your blood circulates faster, your temper- 
ature goes up." 

So listening is a kind of activity. Those 
who aspire to be good listeners must turn it 
from an unconscious activity to a conscious 
one. What makes a good listener? It all 
begins with concentration, We listen to 
other people through a thick screen of 
physical and psychological distractions 
which can only be penetrated by 
deliberately applying the power of the 
mind, 

Physical distractions are often easily 
enough dealt with, although few people 
bother to do so - shutting a door or window, 
moving out of hearing range of other 
people, cutting off telephone calls. The 
distractions generated within one’s own 
head are far more difficult to manage. For 
the act of listening has a built-in dilemma, 
which is that the speaker cannot keep pace 
with the workings of the listener's mind, 

The average rate of speech is about 125 
words a minute; the average person thinks 
at a rate nearly four times faster, With all 
tht slack time at their disposal, people on 
the listening side of a discussion are likely 
to be carried away by their own thoughts. 

It is said that **the mind wanders"’ while 
one person hears another talk; actually it 
darts ahead and off the track like a 
runaway race horse. This helps to explain 
why people jump to conclusions. They 
anticipate what is going to be said instead 
of following what is being said in the 

present. In this regard we might do well to 
remember the admonishment of a 
rough-and-ready tycoon as he started a 
mecting: ‘Now listen slow,” 

It takes a concerted effort of will to deal 
with some of the other impediments to 
listening that clog the mind, the more so 
since they spring from perfectly normal 
human feelings. For example, everyone's 
range of interests has its limits, so we all 
have a tendency to resist ideas that are of 
no personal interest to us. It is natural to 
conclude that complex thoughts outside of 
our own field of experience are beyond our 
comprehension, so we make no effort to 
digest them, And no one is immune to 


central to getting things done and it 


’ strongly influences morale, which in turn 


affects productivity, Again and again, the 
same phrases crop up in surveys of the 
attitudes of employees towards their 
superiors, A man who is happy with his 
boss will say: **He listens to me,"’ or **I can 
talk to him,"’ Those who are unhappy will 
say the reverse, 
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A situation arose in a manufacturing 
plant in the United States a few years ago 
which clearly illustrated the consequences 
of bad listening in industry. The plant had 
a serious quality control problem which 
took months - and relatively huge amounts 
of money - to identify and solve. Then a 
young tradesman, on the brink of 
resigning, told the personnel manager he 
had known what was wrong from the 
beginning. Why hadn't he said something 


about it? Well, he said, he had approached 
both his foreman and the plant engineer, 
‘but they wouldn't listen. I stopped trying 
to tell them when they made me feel like a 
jerk.” 

If this story suggests that listening 
habits in business (and not only big 
business) could be improved, it also 
suggests a prerogative to better listening 
in society in general. This is nothing more 
than a willirigness to listen - a disposition

of it. It’s cheaper when you 
buy in bulk and when you, 
rather than the manufactur- 
er, slice and grate it accor- 
ding to your needs. A milk or 
medium Canadian is a good, 
inexpensive all-purpose 
cheese. Store it in the fridge, 
wrapped or in a covered 
container. If mould appears 
on the surface, just scrape it 
off -- the rest of your cheese 
is waiting to be eaten. 

*Say processed cheese 
sometimes, It's even cheaper 
than the hard kind. Pro- 
cessed cheese is blended 
from cheeses which have 
been shredded, mixed and 
heated. A cheese spread will 
often cost less than slices but 
it might not have that real 
cheese feel or flavor. In- 
dividually wrapped ‘‘sing- 
les’’ will usually cost more 
than unwrapped slices. In 
general: The fancier the 
packaging, the more you 
pay. 

*Make your own yogurt. 
Not from scratch, of course, 
unless you have a yogurt 
maker, However, a big con- 
tainer of plain yogurt and 
some small pieces of your 
favorite fruit will squeeze 
even more value from your 
milk money. Just mix it up 
with bananas, oranges, str- 
awberries, or whatever's 
your pleasure. It will pro- 
bably taste better than the

fruit yogurts made by manu- 
facturers. And you can be 
sure it doesn’t contain any 
artificial flavor, which many 
popular yogurts do. 

*We all scream for ice 
cream. It tastes so good and 
delivers the goodness of 
milk.

Streamers: best yet this season

If you can only fit one play 
into your schedule this sea- 
son, stiffen your spine and go 
to see Streamers, It's theatre 
at its naked, most compelling 
best. Having seen it, I'm 
tempted to turn in an ex- 
pense voucher to Theatre 3 to 
compensate me for disturbed 
digestion and lost sleep. 
After rashers of Rolaids and 
rivers of warm milk, Lcan say 
with certainty this is the most 
unsettling, powerful piece of 
theatre I have yet seen. 

The subject matter of the 
play is Viet Nam, and the 
play is a stark reminder at 
this election time that politics 
is the stuff of our lives. We 
cannot afford to ignore it. If 
you believe youcan, watch 
the boys of Streamers, who 
found themselves, by the 
stroke of some distant 
political pen, enmeshed in 
the insanity of war. The 
Theatre 3 production spares 
no-one in its searing pre- 
sentation of this organized 


madness. 

Director Keith Digby had 
an extremely talented cast to 
work with -- the show has a 
steely glint of total pro- 
fessionalism. Digby has 
moulded the production with 
the proper control, The 
excesses which could easily 
result in a work dealing with 
such emotional enormities 
never appear. The acting is 
spare and gripping. 

The set on which the grim 
events unfold is as pain- 
stakingly perfect as if a 
Master Sargeant had super: 
vised every detail. Victor 
Becker designed a set of 
geometric precision, Starting 
at the hallway to the rear, all 
is meticulously detailed -- 
there's none of that just- 
barely finished to the sight- 
lines feeling about this set. 
The hallway gives the im- 
pression that the endless 
corridors of the military maze 
loom just beyond. The set 
proper is a study in per- 
pendiculars and olive drab.

John Hamelin has the role 
of the pivotal character, and 
itis a difficult, ambiguous 
part.

Is he a 
homosexual, who having got 
by the draft board, coyly 
admits his sexual preference 
to his roommates, secure in 
the knowledge they won't 
really believe him? Or is he 
child-like and sexually am- 
bivalent, trying on the 
homosexual role for size, 
unaware of the monstrous 
consequences that are to 
result, Hamelin gives the 
character a Mona Lisa 
quality, as he puzzles Billy 
with the mysteries of his 
sexuality, He manages all 
this without turning him into 
an overcomplicated muddle, 

Michacl Ray Cunningham 
gives a gut-wrenching, sen- 
sitive performance as Billy, 
an carnest young man who 
feels a moral responsibility to 
understand his fellows, The 
effectiveness of Mr. Cunn- 
ingham’s performance can 
be gauged by the audience 
reaction to Billy's death, 
When the knife made the 
fatal thrust, a girl behind me 
gave a bestial grunt of 
sympathetic agony, and she 
wasn't the only one. His 
death scene is grotesque, 
and Cunningham, while in- 
dulging in no theatrics, 
spared us not at all. 

Phil Akin played Roger, 
giving him a fine intelligence 
and great compassion -- an 
oasis of reason in the midst 
of madness, His Roger was 
representative of the decent 
man caught up in’ the 
mactstrom of war and the 
military life. Akins presence 
is soothing, and so the fact 
that he is unable to staunch 
the flood of violence is all the 
more effective, He is a fluid 


elegant actor with an aura of 
tranquility, 

I won't get over 
Shorte's Carlyle for a long 
time. The hunched prowling 
walk, the look of a mobile 
garbage can all portrayed the 
throw away man, His hum- 
anity has been stomped out 
of him on the streets so only 
burning rage remains, It was 
an electrifying performance, 
and to say more would be an 
excess in itself, 

Tom Peacocke turned in 
another performance suit- 
able for framing. The poig- 
nancy of Cokes, this tough 
military man who accepts his 
fate at the hands of a new, 
unseen enemy that he cannot 
vanquish is exquisite, He 
accepts his disease like a 
final command, and wryly 
absorbs the new insights 
provided by imminent death, 
He evokes compassion even 
in the benumbed Roger. 
Peacocke was breathtakingly 
good. 

Wally MeSween’s Rooney 
is a less introspective type, 
but has his own poignancy. | 
found Wally’s death scene 
nearly too disturbing -- 1 
spent the last part of it trying 
to raise my head from its 
hiding place in my lap! What 
greater tribute can | offer to 
the power of this seene. 
McSween's hilarious ges- 
tures just before he dies 
made that snuffing out un- 
bearable. It was like a 
mountain suddenly crumb- 
ling. 

I particularly recommend 
this play to those who think 
violence the essence of cool, 
and the weapons of death the 
ultimate in radical chic, This 
is not the sterilized TV 
violence to which we have 
become inured.

The album 
spans the jazz scene from the 
1930's right up to today. It's 
remarkable how today the 
oldtimers are! Jon and Oscar 
create a tune called ‘*Oak- 
land Blues,”’ which runs for 
just over cight minutes and is 
twice as long as the other 
songs on the album. 

Oscar recorded duo works 
with all five of these trump- 
eters over 1974-75, All are 
interesting and impressive 
additions to anyone's jazz 
collection,

A seemingly new musical phenomenon hit North 
America in the past three years or so. This new affliction 
is called disco music and causes its adherents to jump up 
and down, usually accompanied by yells and whoops, 
while members of the opposite sex are tossed around 
(under the guise of dancing), with total abandon, The 
immediate repercussion of this kind of strenous physical 
activity is immediately apparent...loss of breath among 
our cigarette smoking youth, not to mention several litres 
of salt water oozing from under the arm, and other unseen 
parts of the body. Culture, culture, culture...at any cost? 
And at so much cost? 

The concept of the discotheque itself, simply a dance 
club where the music is provided by records and tapes as 
opposed to live musicians, is nothing new or far out. It 
originated in France in the early 60's, Its re-emergence in 
the 70’s is primarily due to the fact that the present rock 
musicians cannot lay down the boogie as Elvis did in the 
50's, black soul bands, the Beatles and Stones in the 60's. 
Mind you, I'm not trying to say that the present day rock 
music is of no musical consequence, but common sense 
dictates that dancing is virtually impossible with the 
amount of noise and raunch that a band like say Led Zep 
generates. 

It seems appropriate to look into the hazy and distant 
past of disco music. The Bee Gees did not originate it, 
and there used to be true exponent of disco dancing, long 
before John Travolta bought his first Chuck Berry record. 
There was a time when Otis Redding was singing his guts 
out; Wilson Pickett was hitting those upper registers, 
while the Bee Gees were crooning stuff like 
*‘Massachusetts.. Anybody remember Arthur Conley of 
the ‘Knock on Wood’ fame; Solomon Burke, Sam and 
Dave? James Brown and his Famous Flames? etc. 
Without any doubt, ‘Disco’ is French in name and Black 
in sound. However, as usual, it takes the Europeans to 
show the Americans the important aspect of American 
music, and the Australians (Bee Gees) to show the US of 
A how to capitalize on it. 

Latter disco music portray the talents of Barry White, 
Earth, Wind and Fire, KC and the Sunshine Band, 
Donna Summers, The Trammps, and of course, Boney M. 
But, as with all things, it couldn't last forever. ‘Saturday 
Night Fever” was the climax of the disco boom, and all 
indications show that good live music is coming back in a 
very big way. Of course, there is gonna be some rearguard 
action, especially from people with vested interests in the 
disco business, but then nothing stands in the way of 
progress, and it is only a question of time.

An eight percent increase 
in financial assistance to 
Alberta libraries for 1979 was 
announced recently by Cul- 
ture Minister, Horst A. 
Schmid, subject to approval 
by Legislature. 

Mr. Schmid said that for 
the first time, libraries can 
be assured of an indexed 
yearly increase in financial 
support to help them keep 
pace with inflationary pres- 
sures, 

Maximum financial assis- 
tance to libraries will now be 
$1.62 per capita where local 


funds match this amount. 


Minimum assistance will 
be $540 per year to comm- 
unity libraries and $810 to 
municipal libraries. 

‘While the increase may 
not completely cover the 
problem of loss of buying 
power being experienced by 
libraries, it will help alleviate 
this problem and assist 
Alberta libraries to maintain 
their current high quality of 
service,"’ said Mr. Schmid. 

Further details on the 1979 
fiscal plan of provincial 
library support are being 
forwarded to library boards.

Funny how a school, that is geared to and for students, 
prohibits the use of the announcement system. One of the 
experiences of a student here at Paul Kane who recently 
encountered such prohibition, has been brought to my 
attention. 

While trying to organize an event that didn’t happen to 
be sponsored by the school, this student tried to use the 
school’s announcement system as a way of letting students 
know that there was an event in which they could 
participate. At Paul Kane, an announcement requires a 
teachers signature to be printed, (without substance in its 
own right). 

The student obtained some assistance from a few of the 
faculty members. After two announcements the student 
was told by the contributing teachers, that he/she could no 
longer provide the service because he came under scrutiny 
of administration and could be held responsible for any 
incidents during the event. 

Furthermore, this student was told that it was 
questionable whether or not these events would be 
allowed to be continued. The participants of this event 
required parental permission and the whole thing was 
handled very professionally. No mishaps ensued at the 
conclusion of the event, 

One might argue that the school can refuse to advertise 
the event because it is extracurricular. 

But, I wonder if the school has the right to deny the 
students a valuable service like the announcements, 
because of personal fear of the repercussions. I question 
this sort of censorship.

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More pork - less beef

The chairman of the 
Alberta Hog Producers Mar- 
keting Board says he is 
greatly disturbed by a Feb- 
ruary 28 news report blaming 
reduced hog numbers in this 
province for packer lay-offs. 
Stan Price of Acme said 
this morning the facts are 
that producer hog deliveries 
for the first two months of 
this year total 219,093 versus 
200,054 in 1978, an increase 
of 9% percent. 1979 de- 
liveries are 12% percent 
higher than in 1977, and 30% 
percent above 1976 levels. 
Mr. Price continues that a 
Statement attributed to Roy 
Rogers, Western Regional 
manager for Swift Canadian 
Company Ltd. in Edmonton, 
that there are 22,000 hogs 
sold per week in Alberta, is 
totally inaccurate. In fact, 
average weekly producer de- 


liveries for the first 8% 
weeks of this year have been 
25,775 hogs. Mr. Rogers said 
only 10,000 hogs weekly are 
currently available for pack- 
ers without contracts, while 
Board records indicate an 
average of 15,511 hogs per 
week have been delivered to 
processors this year, outside 
of export contracts with 
Swift's and Gainer's, and the 
domestic contracts with Flet- 
chers and Burns Foods. 

Mr. Price points out that 
the Hog Marketing Board 
does not determine indivi- 
dual plant slaughter vol- 
umes, rather that plant 
purchasing policies deter- 
mine plant slaughter vol- 
umes. Although Mr. Rogers 
is quoted as Saying Swift's 
hog slaughter is down 30 to 
35 percent from last autumn, 
Board records indicate the

plant's average monthly sl- 
aughter so far this year is 
3,670 hogs higher than it was 
during the October to De- 
cember period in 1978, 

It is interesting to note, 
said Mr. Price, that if Swift's 
and Canada Packers Ltd. 
continue to purchase hogs at 
the same rate as they have so 
far this year for the balance 
of 1979, their total purchases 
for 1979 will be essentially 
the same as they were in 
1978. 

The board chairman said 
in conclusion that the Alberta 
Hog Producers Marketing 
Board cannot accept respon- 
sibility for packer lay-offs in 
view of the foregoing facts, 
particularly when the multi- 
species plants in question are 
facing beef supplies that are 
more than 1S percent lower 
than they were a year ago.

A recent review of Cana- 
da‘s grain exports to Japan 
indicates a steady trend.

Canadian feed rye imports 
decreased by 63% from the 
same period a year earlier. 
There were 30,000 tons 
imported during the first 
eight months of 1978, down 
51,000 tons from the same 
period in 1977, Canada 
remained the sole supplier to 
this market. 

While Canada’s market 
share of the imported barley 
market has remained fairly 
steady at around 60%, 
barley’s share of the total 
imported coarse grain mar- 
ket has dropped from 10.7% 
for the January-August per- 
iod in 1977 to 8.7% in 


January-August, 1978. This 
is a reflection of both a drop 
in the level of barley 
imported and an increase in 
total tonnage of coarse grains 
imported. 

The drop in barley import 
levels appears to be a reflec- 
tion of the Japanese Food 
Agency's resale system for 
barley. Under present gov- 
ernment regulation, barley is 
an Import Quota item with 
purchase and resale prices 
set by the Agency. The 
general practice of the 
Agency is to try and break 
even on the resale, Over the 
past few months, the barley 
resale price has been above 
the purchase price.

DROPS THROUGH ROCK 


Going down, they serve 
mines and underground co- 
mmand posts powering huge 
dams. At Churchill Falls in 
Labrador an elevator des- 
cends 996 feet in a hoistway 
carved from solid rock. 

Going up, elevators get 
workmen to the top of towers 
and bridges. The two highest 
elevators in the United States 
start their journey atop 
13,796 foot Mauna Kea, an 
extinct volcano on the island 
of Hawaii. They carry scien- 
tists to the upper levels of an 
astronomical observatory 
there. 

Glass-walled elevators that 
zoom up and down on the 
outside of buildings and ob- 
servation towers, or in the 
inner courts of hotels, made 
tides ‘thappenings’’ by the 
1970s. 


So far the most uplifting 
experience takes place in the 
CN Tower in Toronto, Can- 
ada. Four glass-walled ob- 
servation elevators whisk 
riders to a height of 1,126

Hotels took to elevators 
almost from the beginning,

In the late 1800s, one New 
York hostelry touted its 
upper floor as ‘‘the most 
desirable in the house, 
whence the guest makes the 
transit in half a minute of 
repose and quiet, and, 
arriving there, enjoys purity 
and coolness of atmosphere 
and an exemption from 
noise, dust and exhala- 
tions.”’ 

After 95 years, and with 
most of their original equip- 
ment still in good working 
order, three of the elevators 
from the good old days still 
are operating in a New York 
apartment house. They were 
installed by the Otis Elevator 
Company in 1883, 

It was an ingenious mech- 
anic from Yonkers, Elisha 
Groves Otis, who demon- 
strated the first safety ele- 
vator at the New York 
World's Fair in 1854. Otis 
would raise himself to the 
ceiling of the Crystal Palace, 
then dramatically slash the 
supporting rope as spec- 
tators gasped and paled. A 
safety catch kept the plat-
